ilies in this hamlet and the surround- 
ing territory have been stricken down 
by yesterday's fearful bridge disaster 
and there is hardly a household that 
has not one or more maimed and suf- 
fering lying- in a darkened room. To- 
day there has not been nearly enough 
doctors in liristol 
to care for the 


wounded, though they have come from 
all the surrounding towns. 


The fortunate ones whom luck or 


the pressure of farm work kept away 
from the Fourth of July celebration 
and the bridge have volunteered as 
nurses, and of the 
GOO men, women 


and children of liristol there is not an 
uninjured one. who is not tending the 
sick, running for the doctor or doing 
some other errand of mercy. 


Some of those who received less seri- 


ous injuries have bound up 
their 


wounds and .are helping nurse those 
more seriously striuken. The old vil- 
lage doctor, Charles Djitrow, can no 
longer minister to tlie people he lias 
served so long anil faith fully. 
His 


.spine and ankles are cruelly injured, 
and pain has made him delirious. 


The venerable Mrs. Little, who had 


her legs and arms broken and her spine 
injured, is sinking- slowly and cannot 
live. There are also others who will 
probably die. Itut Bristol is not alone 
bearing the burden of a heavy grief. 
She was hostess for a dozen towns yes- 
terday, niul her guests came from Elk- 
hart, Middle town, Three Hi vers, Porters, 
Sailor, Jefferson, Washington, Union 
and other towns of Indiana and south- 
ern Michigan.

The new law to prohibit barber shops 


fom keeping open on Sunday, passed 
by the present legislature at the request 
of the journeyman barbers, went into 
elfect July 1. and hereafter it will be un- 
lawful for barbers to ply their trade on 
Sunday in the state of Illinois. The new 
law is not a complicated one. As printed 
in bill form for the use of the legislature 
it made only six lines, yet it seems to fill 
the bill and 
to make it 
practi- 


cally impossible for tho man who forgets 
himself on Saturday night to be shaved 
by 
another 
on 
Sunday. 
There 


are 
only 
two 
sections 
in 
this 


little bill, but these 
will undoubt- 


edly be responsible for a great deal of 
profanity among the regular customers 
of tho barber shops of Illinois unti! 
they become accustomed to and adapt 
themselves to the new order of things 
or most n.en are creatures of habit and 
uany of those who have been accus 
tomed for years to patronize the barber 
shops on Sunday morning can be de 
ponded upon to frequently forget the 
necessity of getting a shave on Satur 
day. The full text of the new law is a 
follows: 


SECTIO-J 1. Be it enacted by the peo 


nle of tho state of Illinois, representec 
in the general assembly: That it sha 
be unlawful for any .person or persons t 
keep open any barber shop or carry o 
the business of shaving, hair cutting o 
tonsorial work on Sunday within th 


"> 
Any person by himself, agent o 


employ, violating the provisions of sec- 
tion 1 "of this act shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be fined in tho sum not exceed- 
ing two hundred (8200) dollars for each 
and every offense. 
It will be observedthat this not only 


declares it to be unlawful for any person 
or persons to keep open any barber shop 
on Sunday, but also declares it to be 
unlawful for "any person or persons" 
to "carry on the business of shaving, 
hair-cutting, or tonsorial work on Sun- 
day " This plainly means that it is 
now unlawful for a barber to make 
a business of shaving others on Sunday 
at their residence or elsewhere, even 
though his shop is closed in compliance 
with the law, and that those who do so 
will run the risk of paying a fine of not 
less than $200 if any one makes com- 
plaint against them. In brief the new 
law means that if a man wants to be 
shaved on Sunday he must tackle the 
job himself and take his chances on the 
result. 


Arrest of L. C. Davis.

The reports about the great volume of 


kicking about water rates magnify the 
tacts. While it is true there has been 
some kicking it has not amounted to 
near as much as was expected, mere 
is one thing, however, that the agitation 
of the water question has produced, that 
is a pretty thorough investigate of 
water meters. A number of agents fcr 
various meters havo been and some are 
still in the city exhibiting their ma- 
chines. Everybody is agreed tnat the 
water meter that will register correctly 
would be entirely fair to both the water 
taker and the city. For a factory or 
any concern using a large amount of 
water there should be a meter in all 
cases as no fair estimate can be made in 
these cases. 


The water meter would work a great 


revolution in Decatur. 
The superin- 


tendent of the water works reported 
that in June 90,000,000 gallons of water 
had been pumped up into tho city. 
With meters all over the city measuring 
that amount of water at the rate of 9 
cents per 1000 gallons that amount of 
water would bring into the city treas- 
ury £8,100 a month or 897,203 a year. 
The amount of money collected by the 
city from water takers last year amount- 
ed to only 825,203.18. But the estimate 
o£ UO,000,OOJ gallons a month is too 
large and to make a reasonable estimate 
it would be nearer correct to assume 
tiat 
50,000,0000 gallons are 
used 


each month. At 9 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons this would yield 84500 revenue to 
the city per month or 854,000 u year ae 
against 825,203.50, the amount collected 
last year, or over twice as much. This 
estimate, of course, does not take into 
consideration 
tho amount 
of water 


used by 
the 
city 
at 
tires 
and 


for 
flushing 
scwe-s, etc., which 


does not amount to 
a gieat deal. 


But it is a fair presumption that un 


dor the present system there are millions 
of gallons of water wasted by water 
takers every month. If tho water was 
measured to the taker by meter this 
waste would at once disappear, and the 
amount of water used would be materi- 
ally diminished. People would at once 
become as careful about the waste of 
water as they are about the waste of gas. 
It would at once reduce the amount of 
water consumed at least '25 per cent, and 
the city could very materially reduce 
the rate per thousand gallons, have more 
money at the end of the year and at tho 
same time reduce the expenses at the 
water works. Looking at this question 
from any point of view, a system of me- 
ters would be better for the city and 
better for the honest water-taker. The 
extravagant and dishonest water taker 
is the person who always causes trouble, 
and he is tho individual who would be 
brought to time by the silent and uneer 
ing count of the water meter.

ant. The infectant is known M white 
muscardine, and that sent to Mr.Tjlor 
amounts to only three or four grama 
but it is sufficient when cultivated, to 
scatter disease among a large migrating 
herd of chinch bugs The pamphlet 
accompanying the box contains a cut ef 
H chinch bug after the muscardine fun 
mis has done full duty on him. He is a 
sorry looking sight.

of chewing gum after it has done service 
and been pasted under tho table or on a 
bed post for future use. When once in- 
oculated with muscardine the fungus 
growth completely envelops the ch.nch 
bu«. and ho dies completely imbeddet.

This saves funeral expenses. Iho 


muscardine kills him, enshrouds him, 
and buries him. 


The theory of infecting chinch bugs, 


and the discovery of the method for ac- 
complishing it is Prof. Forbes'. 
The 


muscardine is produced by him at the 
University. A few grains such ag was 
sent to Mr. Tyler is used in this way: 
Secure a tight wooden box 6x24x',6 
inches and place in it a layer of moift 
dirt half an inch thick, and upon this 
p.uci a layer of green oats or corn and 
upon this place a quantity of live 
bugs, as many as can 
well 
move 


about in tho box without being mqre 
than one layer deep. The muscardir.e 
is then scattered over tho bugs after 
which tho box is closed with a tight 
cover so they cannot escape and then 
the box and contents ara set in the cellar. 
The contents of the box is ministered 
every other day. In about one week the 
bugs begin to die from infection and 
may bo found covered with the fungus 
As soon as the bugs begin to die from 
this infection, one-third of tho contents 
of tho box, beginning at one end, is re- 
moved and scattered in the field infeste-1 
with chinch-bugs. 
Tlio space in the 


box from which tho preparation is ta 
ken, in filled as before, and in two days 
more another third is removed, and so 
on. repeating the process with each 
third. In this way tho box serves as a 
continuous m,ill for producing the iofec 
tant for use in tho fields. The infc-ctan 
needs careful handling to be successful
